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NEW HAMPSHIRE, 1945 


ACING in New Hampshire during 1945 fol- 
lowed the path marked out by the Turf in 
other States, and its fruits enriched the treasury 
by 54 per cent more than in 1944, The revenue 
received by the State from a 5 per cent tax on 
pari-mutuel betting (it had been 4% per cent 
until last year) amounted to $2,346,390.35. The 
State’s 50 per cent of the breakage was $319,- 
726.80, and the total revenue from pari-mutuel 
sources was $2,666,117.15 from 64 days of racing. 
Most of the tax money came from Rockingham 
Park, New Hampshire’s only running track, 
which held two meetings for a total of 54 days, 
but the Pittsfield and Rochester fairs, where har- 
ness racing was held, ‘contributed their mites. 
Rochester turned in $14,840.10, a rather decent 
token from a six-day meeting. Rockingham’s end 
was $2,332,592.65 in commissions, and $317,198.75 
in breakage, for a total of $2,649,791.40. 

In New Hampshire the revenue from racing is 
divided among agricultural fairs and the State’s 
general sinking fund, after commission expenses 
have been paid. The nine fairs which benefited 
received a total of $117,319.48, and the sinking 
fund received $2,518,518.53. The University of 
New Hampshire received $4,751.75, collected as 
license fees and fines, to be used in maintaining a 
stud barn. 

The commission’s expenses were $30,279.04, a 
little more than 1 per cent of the gross receipts 
from racing. The two commissioners were paid a 
total of $4,124.88 in salaries, and the secretary re- 
ceived $1,976.22. Saliva tests cost $4,407. The 
report listed an accumulation since 1942 of 
$57,504 in the unclaimed ticket account. 

Along with the annual report was mailed a card 
expressing the commission’s regret at the death on 
January 27 of Charles A. Allen, who had been its 
secretary for several years.

The fastest mile and the fastest *4 mile of 1944 
were run by his son, Okana. Track records at 
%4 mile and at a mile and 70 yards also were set 
by his get in 1944. Recently his son, Kewey Dee, 
set a new track record at Narragansett for 5'% 
furlongs. 

His stakes winners include Okana, Safeguard 
(winner 1945 Test Stakes and Colonial Handicap, 
second in two other 1945 stakes), Kopla (win- 
ner Princeton Handicap, and other stakes), 
Kewey Dee (1946 Hialeah Inaugural Handicap, 
2nd division), Gannet.

Apparitions 


GENTLEMAN of British Columbia, writing 

in defense of the policy which excludes Amer- 
ican Thoroughbreds from the General Stud Book 
of England, asks us to quit sighting so grimly 
along the gunbarrel we have aimed at the Jersey 
Act and consider the Boris Karloff which is slip- 
ping up behind us—the danger of the extinction 
of racing in these United States. 

This is an old trick which is always good— 
whenever it can be made to work. In melodrama 
it is usually accompanied by a forfeiture of 
advantage. This case is different. If we glance 
behind us in fear, our British cousins are not 
going to spring upon us and wrest away our 
gun—if it is a gun. On the other hand, if we go 
ahead and shoot, our bullet may only pass through 
the sheerest ectoplasm. It may not slay the Jer- 
sey Act, though it may wring a few tut-tuts from 
some of the more demonstrative Britishers. 

But we don’t need to turn around and look. We 
know Boris Karloff is there, with 49 Heads, most- 
ly frightful. Some Heads are disguised as race 
track promoters, asking more days of racing, per- 
mits to build new tracks, seines to catch more 
suckers, grandiloquent with concern for veterans 
or what have you, lavish with charity—but always 
searching, with those piercing eyes, for more days, 
more races, more mutuel pools. One of these days 
that thing is going to scare a lot of voters to 
death. 

There are the bonus Heads. Fascinating things, 
like pelicans. They have to be fed. They have a 
retinue of attendants who are known in public 
life as race track executives. One Head is a 
groom. One is an exercise boy. One is a plater. 
The pop-eyed one is a breeder. When they ask 
for more, the servants toss it to them. If the 
servant isn’t prompt, he gets a chunk bitten out of 
an ear or something. 

Then there are some extra big Heads called the 
states. They are in the back row, but they have 
the longest necks and most voracious appetites.

When there’s any milking done they come over the 
top, outreach all the others, and slurp up all the 
cream, half the milk, and some of the whey. They 
encourage the promoter Heads to go after some 
more. But when the audience begins to faint or 
to boo, the state Heads disappear into the back- 
ground—a maneuver made possible by an ingeni- 
ous telescoping device in the cervical vertebrae— 
and remain quietly tucked away beneath pendant 
wings, while the less mobile units catch hell. 

Then there are the Yap-Yaps. These are small- 
caliber Heads with highly developed claiming ap- 
pendages. They claim things. Sometimes they 
declaim. They claim racing snarled up trans- 
portation. They claim racing kept down war pro- 
duction, and that it is now causing a housing 
shortage. They claim the breakage is thievery. 
A few of them tried to substantiate their claims, 
but this is a bore, so mostly they just claim. 


This Karloff is a card. Scare you to death until 
you get to know him. Then you see he’s just like 
other people, scratching along the best he can, 
trying to earn an honest dollar. Those Heads are 
just plain people behaving in keeping with the 
spirit of the times, like the rest of us. No more 
scary, really, than what might happen if the OPA 
doesn’t hold the line or if it does hold the line. No 
more frightening than the Russians in Manchuria, 
Bilbo in the Senate, the UNO in Connecticut, or 
Pegler in high dudgeon. No worse than the sharp 
horns of the national debt dilemma—if we pay it 
off, there is more inflation, and if we don’t the in- 
terest is ruinous. Or the dilemma of the British 
Empire—if it is dissolved, woe, and if it is not 
dissolved, woe. 


Of course, racing is in danger. Our economy is 
in danger. The world is in danger. Always is. 
Always will be. But we don’t get panicky and 
run off screeching. We meet these dangers the 
best we can. We stay in there and fight—on all 
fronts at the same time. We work out something. 

Let’s get on with the shooting, boys, and see 
what happens.

IKEN, S. C.—Most of the affairs of the Aiken 
winter colony center around the office of 
William Post and Son, where there is about room, 
in Mark Twain’s pet phrase, to swing a cat, if it is 
not a pet cat. 

The William Post of the firm name began trad- 
ing in work horses about 1880, for the benefit of 
himself and the farmers on Long Island. You will 
not see much now on Long Island to remind you of 
1880, except the coaches on the Long Island trains, 
and work horses are not a highly marketable com- 
modity there. Mr. Post did not wait for the auto- 
mobile and the tractor; about 1900, when his son 
Fred H. Post came into the firm, he switched over 
to polo ponies, and nobody knows now how many 
millions of dollars worth of ponies went through 
his sales. The Argentine ponies brought up to 
the United States were sold by William Post and 
Son, and the firm also picked up ponies through- 
out the West and trained them. 

The founder has been dead for some time, and 
Fred H. Post is now head of the firm. His son, 
another William Post, came into the firm in 1931, 
and played polo in England and Argentina as 
well as here. He had an eight-goal handicap, 
which is roughly equivalent of 128 pounds in a 
horse race. 

The Post firm began operating in Aiken in 1910, 
and when the Aiken Training Track organization 
was formed about five years ago and built a track 
on the site of three polo fields, William Post and 
Son leased the track and is now responsible for 
its upkeep, the winter stables paying a fee for the 
use of it. It is, by the way, an excellent strip, 
mostly sand. 

The business interests of the firm have swung 
largely to Thoroughbreds, and William Post is 
now training about 35 head for various owners. 
He has seven for Harry La Montagne, including 
Sicily, which won the Alabama Stakes last year, 
and Larky Day, which won on the flat and over 
hurdles. The best 2-year-old in the La Montagne 
string seems to be a filly named Cravache, by Un- 
breakable—Gloria Monk. Mr. Post also has eight 
2-year-olds for Ogden Phipps, but these will go to 
James Fitzsimmons later; Royal Grant, by King 
Cole—White Favor; Quarantaine, by *Isolater— 
La Rambla; and an unnamed filly by *Sir Galla- 
had IlI—*Sekhmet are the most attractive of 
them. 

For Walter Horne, of Long Island, the head of 
the string is Tex Martin, and this stable also has 
a good 2-year-old in Red Devil, a chestnut son of 
Diavolo—Frith. J. S. Phipps has some attractive 
2-year-olds, the best apparently being a well nam-

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MARYLAND RULE UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


HE members of state racing commissions, sit- 

ting down Monday, February 25, at Los An- 
geles for their annual meeting, were going to have 
a brand new problem to discuss. What would 
they do if their rules holding a trainer automati- 
cally guilty of doping offenses were held unconsti- 
tutional? 

As THE BLooD-HORSE was on the point of going 
to press word was received by telephone from 
Baltimore that Circuit Court Judge Emory H. 
Niles, of Baltimore, had held unconstitutional 
Rule 146 (d) of the Maryland Racing Commis- 
sion, which holds a trainer guilty if chemical 
analysis of saliva or urine reveals that one of his 
charges has been given a drug. 

Judge Niles, a Rhodes scholar, known in Mary- 
land as a brilliant jurist, handed down a 19-page 
opinion which held the rule invalid because of “a 
great vice of attempting to create a conclusive 
presumption of guilt.” 

The vice of a conclusive presumption, he said, 
rests upon the ground “that where a presumption 
is made conclusive it deprives the defendant of all 
opportunity to make a defense. The right to 
make a defense under reasonable conditions is a 
basic element of due process, and where a conclu- 
sive presumption of guilt is laid down that right 
is taken away.” 

After analyzing a number of cases in the courts 
of Maryland and other jurisdictions, Judge Niles 
stated: “No way has been found or cited to the 


.court in which a statutory or administrative rule 


establishing a conclusive presumption of guilt has 
been upheld and .... the court has no hesitation 
in concluding that Rule 146 (d), insofar as it es- 
tablishes conclusive presumption of the guilt of a

They are all 
fillies. 

The rest of the stable is made up of 18 2-year- 
olds. My own choice among the colts lay be- 
tween Rapier, by *Blenheim I]—Parry, and Tail 
Spin, by *Blenheim II—Tangled. Of the fillies 
the best seemed to be Easy Living, by *Heliopolis 
—Summer Time, and an unnamed filly by War 
Admiral—Drowsy. 


trainer, is unconstitutional,” violating the Mary- 
land Declaration of Rights and the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution of the United 
States. 

Judge Niles said he did not find it necessary to 
issue an injunction order: he presumed the Mary- 
land Racing Commission “will take notice of the 
declaratory judgment.” The trainers and owners 
who had been suspended by the Maryland Com- 
mission at the end of the 1945 racing season in 
that State were entitled to a declaratory judg- 
ment. 

One item of Judge Niles’ decision was the state- 
ment that while racing is a business subject to 
state policies and power it is not an illegal enter- 
prise. The trainer or owner engaged in it “has 
therefore a constitutional right to engage in it, 
which right is a property right.” : 

When the Maryland Racing Commission last 
November brought wholesale charges against sev- 
eral trainers, at the same time seeking to discredit 
the New York laboratories which had been mak- 
ing saliva tests for the Maryland commission, 
many horsemen threatened to refuse to race in 
Maryland in 1946. The opinion of Judge Niles 
will have the effect of causing the management of 
the State’s tracks to breathe more easily. 

What other effects it would have remained to be 
seen. The commission could dismiss its charges 
or seek to enforce them upon other grounds. 

In other states where the racing commissions 
had similar rules there would be a lot of discus- 
sion. The rules regarding the guilt of trainers 
in doping cases might have to be rewritten all 
over the country in the light of due process. 


Sire and Son 


F the 17 horses owned by W. L. Brann and 

trained by E. A. Christmas, 15 are by *Chal- 
lenger II and two by his best son, Challedon. One 
of these, a colt out of Molasses Jane, is the most 
attractive of the 2-year-olds, a good-sized, smooth, 
strong bay colt. Challedon’s filly out of Society 
Column, is a good smooth filly, too, but longer in 
the back. The best filly, I thought, was the short- 
coupled bay by *Challenger—Laura Gal, sister to 
Challedon and Challadette. None of them are 
named. 

The star of the stable, of course, is Gallorette, 
one of the best 3-year-olds of her sex last year. 
She now stands 16.1, and is in good hard flesh; 
she is a rugged masculine type, very strong and 
true in front, and with a tremendous girth. A 
good deal was made of the length of Whirlaway’s 
tail; Gallorette’s comes clear to her fetlocks. In 
fact, by pulling it a little, you can make some of 
the longer hairs touch the ground, but I wouldn’t 
advise it.

Besides furnishing some of the stoutest compe- 
tition in their divisions each season, Louis B. 
Mayer’s Busher and Whirlabout have provided 
material for speculation toward the time they will 
be retired to the stud. Earlier in the winter, 
when Busher was injured and it seemed certain 
that she would not race again, there was general 
agreement among unofficial matchmakers that she 
should be bred to *Beau Pere. Though Whirl- 
about is physically sound and has shown no sign 
of letting up on the race track, it recently has 
been rumored that she also would be retired this 
spring and bred to the same stallion. 

Whether or not she is destined for the breeding 
paddock in the near future, the daughter of Pom- 
pey seems to have all her old form and will be one 
of the favorites in the Santa Margarita Handicap, 
the $50,000-added feature for mares and fillies, 3 
years old and up, at Santa Anita Park on March 
2. One of the trials leading to the Santa Mar- 
garita—and to the Santa Anita Handicap, too— 
was the Santa Barbara Stakes at Santa Anita 
Park on February 12. The seven-furlong event 
drew a tentative field of 17, but only nine actually 
started. One of the reasons ascribed for the 
heavy mortality was the presence of Canina, 
which a week earlier had won at seven furlongs 
in the fastest time of the meeting and had beaten 
several of the Santa Barbara field. She was also 
dropping three pounds. The high weight at 121 
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pounds was Miss Doreen, which had defeated 
Whirlabout (118) and Canina (112) very handily 
at seven furlongs early in the meeting. 

Princess Doreen’s daughter, whose forte is ear- 
ly speed, made a quick break in the Santa Bar- 
bara and showed the way for the first three- 
eighths. She was displaced by Blue Alibi, the 
Ryana Ranch’s consistent filly, which opened a 
1%-length lead at the top of the stretch while yet 
under restraint. Whirlabout, rated in fourth 
place early in the race, moved to second at the 
head of the stretch and wore down Blue Alibi in 
the last hundred yards, to win by a neck. Canina 
started slowly and finished strongest of all, but 
had to be content with third.

From among the 93 3-year-olds nominated for 
the $30,000-added Flamingo Stakes to be'run at 
Hialeah Park on February 23, a few prominent 
contenders had developed out of two preliminary 
stakes designed to lead up to the climax. Pellicle 
made his debut of 1946 by winning the six-furlong 
Hibiscus Stakes, and Wee Admiral and Cedar 


Creek established themselves by winning the split. 


Bahamas Handicap at seven furlongs. Others 
which did not show well in short races were ex- 
pected to improve as the distances were length- 
ened. 

The final stakes event exclusively for 3-year- 
olds offered prior to the Flamingo was the Ever- 
glades Handicap of February 13, at 14% miles, the 
Flamingo distance. Twelve of the 14 starters 
were Flamingo candidates, including Pellicle, Wee 
Admiral, Lookout Dice, and others. The non- 
eligibles were Alworth, which had _ broken his 
maiden in an overnight race at Gulfstream Park 
on January 1, and Foxglove, which had started 11 
times at two but hadn’t won a race until the turn 
of the year, at Gulfstream on January 4. 

Pellicle, beaten by Wee Admiral in the Ba- 
hamas, carried high weight of 124 pounds in the 
Everglades, a pound more than was assigned the 
Canadian colt; Alworth got in with 113. In the 
first division of the Bahamas, Alworth had been 
runner-up to Cedar Creek in a scorching finish 
which carried him from eighth to second in the 
last furlong. Jockey Albert Snider imposed no 
such task on him in the Everglades. Snider had 
him in fifth place at the quarter, let him move to 
second behind the speedy Wee Admiral at the 
half, rated him back to third by five lengths at the 
top of the stretch. The gelding drifted out in the 
stretch, but Snider kept him straight enough to 
score by a head: over Wee Admiral. Pellicle made 
his move in the stretch and held second position 
for a time, buf faltered and came in third. Fox- 
glove, full of run in the stretch, was fourth. 
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Alworth was second choice to Wee Admiral, at

An appropriate designation for the feature race 
at Hialeah Park on February 16 would have been 
the “McLennan Handicap, Consistency Edition.” 
Among the field of nine which accepted the issue 
in the eleventh running of the mile-and-a-furlong 
race were four of the hardest knocking horses in 
the business, including Armed, with a record of 
12 wins and four seconds in his last 17 starts; 
Buzfuz, 23 times in the money in 24 starts, in- 
cluding ten wins; Concordian, only once unplaced 
in his last 11 starts; and Bob Mann, with a record 
of six wins and eight seconds in his last 24 starts. 

It was easily the most powerful field of older 
horses which had raced at Hialeah Park this win- 
ter—not a single 3-year-old was matched against 
the veterans—and proved to be the most attrac- 
tive betting proposition of the meeting, establish- 
ing a single-race record of $271,847. 

More than a quarter of the entire pool was sent 
in on Armed, the Pimlico Special winner of last 
fall, which even under top weight of 128 pounds 
appeared to be too formidable for the others, no 
matter how earnest they might be. His nearest

rival in the weights was Buzfuz, with 122; the 
others ranged downward from 119, carried by 
Chief. Barker. The result of this public regard 
was that Armed was off at 55 to 100, but he was 
off behind Concordian, and there he stayed for the 
entire nine furlongs. The *Sickle gelding, which 
had been troubled with rheumatism last year, ran 
like a horse quite untroubled by his joints. He 
jumped off to an immediate lead and beat Buzfuz, 
the acknowledged speed horse, with his own 
weapon. Around the club house turn and down 
the backstretch, Buzfuz lay second by a head, his 
rider intent upon taking the lead whenever he got 
ready. But Concordian was a ready horse, too, 
and when the wraps were let out he pulled away 
by three lengths around the turn and opened up to 
five lengths in the stretch. 

Armed, which had been well placed, moved up 
to third at the top of the stretch, then passed the 
fading Buzfuz but in no wise threatened Con- 
cordian, which ran the nine furlongs in 1:48%, 
just two-fifths of a second slower than the track 
record held by another Elmendorf-bred horse, 
Brevity. Bob Mann, in his previous races, had 
been running a notch or two below the class of 
Armed, but in the McLennan he turned in a very 
even race and finished a creditable third. ‘Once he 
was beaten, Buzfuz dropped back to seventh. 

Concordian, foaled April 11, 1942, at Elmendorf 
Farm, Lexington, in 27 starts has won nine races, 
finished five times second, six times third, earned 
$56,345. In four starts this year he has won four 
races, including the Royal Palm and McLennan 
Handicaps.

As a preliminary to the $100,000 Santa Anita 
Handicap, the San Antonio Handicap was an ex- 
cellent appetizer. Thirteen of the 16 starters in 
the San Antonio are eligible for the hundred- 
grander, and even though First Fiddle won like 
the stout campaigner he is, there was enough hope 
left for the rest of them to assure an eager field 
for the main event of March 9. 

The field for the San Antonio read from left to 
right like a production by Dun and Bradstreet. 
The combined earnings of 12 of the candidates to- 
taled $1,257,262, which in itself made the race an 
unusual attraction. The leader—both before and 
after the race—was First Fiddle, which had won 
$316,885 from previous efforts. The others which 
had gone into five or more figures were Bull 
Reigh, $183,330; Snow Boots, $23,005; Be Faith- 
ful, $23,515; Lou-Bre, $87,700; Challenge Me, 
$85,970; Sirde, $101,520; Bric A Bac, $73,650; 
Texas Sandman, $93,930; *Paperboy, $163,397; 
Autocrat, $73,650; and Post Graduate, $30,710. 
The lineup in the starting gate looked nothing like 
Poverty Row. 

In summing up the season of 1945, Charles Mc- 
Lennan and Jack Campbell, two of the leading 
handicappers in the country, selected First Fiddle 
as their Hard Luck Horse of the year. In 14 
starts last year he had won three stakes races, 
but he had been runner-up in no fewer than six 
others, including the Pimlico Special, in which all 
the money goes to the winner. He also had been 
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second in two overnight events, and had been 
third in still another stakes race. But even with 
such a record, he had won $129,695 on the year 
and was well established on the list of leading 
American money winners. 

When the weights for the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap were released, bookmakers also put out a fu- 
ture line, and First Fiddle was their solid horse 
at 4to1. In three starts earlier this year he was 
once second, once third, and once sixth, but the 
pricemakers weren’t to be caught long on him and 
his price remained firm. Shortly before the San 
Antonio Handicap he had to share the favorite’s 
spot in the $100,000 race with Snow Boots, which 
had set a world record for 1%6 miles and had 
worked 14% miles in 1:49%, just two-fifths off the 
track record. Snow Boots also had won the over- 
night Seabiscuit Handicap, defeating Texas Sand- 
man and Best Effort. 

On the basis of this impressive record, and no 
doubt partly because of First Fiddle’s propensity 
for running second, the Rice colt, coupled with 
Sirde, was favorite in the San Antonio at $1.60 to 
$1. It was the best field Snow Boots had yet 
tackled. Bull Reigh only a short time before had 
been displaced by Snow Boots as co-holder of the 
1%6-mile record and meantime had climbed to 
forty-sixth place on the list of leading money 
winners; Be Faithful had just set a new track 
record for 1% miles; Lou-Bre was winner of the 
$50,000-added San Pasquale Handicap; Supro had 
just won four straight races; and there were sev- 
eral other very capable runners in the lot. Bric 
A Bac’s owners had sent to Florida for Conn Mc- 
Creary to ride their horse. And there was 
$44,710 waiting for the winner. 

It waited just ten seconds under two minutes, 
the time required for First Fiddle, the inveterate 
runner-up, to break from the gate and win with 
something in reserve. The 7-year-old grey son of 
*Royal Minstrel, owned by Mrs. Edward Mul- 
renan and trained by her husband, was outrun 
early in the race but Jockey Johnny Longden 
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used him well and moved him from twelfth to fifth 
along the back stretch. He gained more ground 
on the far turn and at the top of the stretch was 
second to Sirde, which had lain second to Snow 
Boots while the latter had used his speed to go 
immediately to the top. Oddly enough, it was the 
two horses from the Rice stable which dueled for 
the lead for two-thirds of the distance. 

In the stretch, Sirde showed in front for a brief 
moment, then gave way to the fast-closing First 
Fiddle, which drew clear by 1% lengths, then was 
eased up slightly. The place went to Autocrat, 
which was even farther out of contention than 
First Fiddle in the early furlongs. The Baroni 
and Battelani gelding, a son of Zacaweista, fin- 
ished strongly and was one of those which sal- 
vaged some hope for the $100,000 handicap. *Pa- 
perboy also closed stoutly, and so did Bric A Bac, 
which was blocked when charging up in the last 
furlong. Snow Boots, which weakened in the last 
three-sixteenths, will drop 11 pounds in the Santa 
Anita Handicap. Bull Reigh was another which 
had something left at the finish, but the old cam- 
paigner strained a ligament in the right fore leg 
and reportedly is to be retired.

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Breeding Hygiene 
For the Mare 


The Most Costly Infection 


REEDING hygiene, in its many aspects, is an 

all-important subject to those engaged in ani- 
mal production. Of the domestic animals, the 
equine species is one which has a high incidence 
of trouble traceable’ to causes that can be con- 
trolled through the observance of hygiene before 
and at the time of the mating of mares and stal- 
lions. 

Twenty-five years ago the Department of Ani- 
mal Pathology of the Kentucky Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station started a study of sterility in 
mares. At that time about 35 per cent of the 
mares that had failed to produce a foal for a year 
or more were found to be suffering with a bac- 
terial infection of the genital tract. Of these 25 
per cent had streptococcic infection. Today, the 
records on examination of barren mares would 
show only about 18 per cent of barrenness due to 
streptococcic infection. 


For some years it has been the policy of stallion 
owners to require that every barren mare be ex- 
amined and have a health certificate, stating that 
there was no evidence of genital infection, before 
being admitted to service. This is both good 
breeding hygiene and good economics, whether the 
stallion stands for cash, no return, return, or to 
guarantee a live foal, and equally so for the stal- 
lion that stands free. The stallion owners take 
many precautionary measures to make sure that 
the stallion is fertile and free of infection, that 
the horse is kept clean in all those respects that 
would introduce infection at the time of service. 
The principle of mating healthy mares to potent, 
fertile stallions, observing scrupulous cleanliness 
at the time of service, is most fundamental in 
equine breeding hygiene. 

We are sometimes asked why we so consistently 
talk about streptococcic infection when, for in- 
tance, it represents only about 18 per cent of the 
eases of sterility. It only has to be remembered 
that in addition to sterility it is responsible for 
about 20 per cent of all cases of abortion and 
about 19 per cent of all cases of infections of the 
newborn. True, in recent years virus abortion 
occurs more frequently than streptococcie abor- 
tion. True, Bacterium viscosum equi as an infec- 
tion of the newborn is found more frequently than 
streptococcic infection. However, taken all to- 
gether, sterility, abortion, and infections of the 
newborn, it causes the greatest loss of any single 
type of infection. One other reason—it can be 


largely prevented, at least kept at a minimum 
through the application of the principles of breed- 
ing hygiene.

Sources of Infection 


TREPTOCOCCIC infection is not a disease 

transmissible from mare to mare by contact. 
This infection gains entrance to the genital tract 
of the mare frequently following parturition. In 
fact, the majority of new cases are in mares that 
have produced a normal foal. The infection, as 
stated, enters the genital tract at the time of, or 
following, parturition—a time when the mem- 
branes are soft and vulnerable—and thus, the or- 
ganism can readily get a foothold, causing en- 
dometritis and cervicitis. 

Many broodmares, following what appears to 
be a normal parturition, develop a slight strepto- 
coccic endometritis. If not admitted to service on 
the nine-day heat period, a good number will re- 
cover without treatment, others will require treat- 
ment. Some, harboring microorganisms, will con- 
ceive and the infection be overcome; others will 
abort and, still others, will give birth to a foal at 
term with navel and joint ill. 

This particular streptococcus is found on the 
hair and skin of horses, especially on the sebace- 
ous material of the perineal region of mares and 
the prepuce of stallions. Its presence and gen- 
eral distribution in relation to horses explains 
why it so readily finds its way into the genital 
tract of the mare at the time of service. It is 
aspirated into the genital tract of young mares in 
training and racing. 

Major R. E. Crowhurst, of England, is in Ken- 
tucky at present to study horse production and 
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diseases incident to breeding. He spent some 
time in Iran during his service as a veterinarian 
in the British army. He tells me that in Arabia 
today, and for years long past, it is the accepted 
practice to suture the vulva of mares entered in 
races. The suturing is done with a silver wire 
without scarification of the mucous membranes 
and the wire is removed after the race. This is 
done to prevent the aspiration of air, which bal- 
loons the vagina and facilitates the entrance of 
bacteria. 


Quite often young Thoroughbred mares, during 
their racing careers, develop a streptococcic infec- 
tion; often other bacteria are present. Such cases 
are spoken of as “having the whites” because of 
the character of the discharge. They are some- 
times most obstinate in their reaction to treat- 
ment. 


In cases of delayed conception and sterility, it 
is sound practice, outside the hygiene factor, to 
know whether there is or is not infection in the 
genital tract. First, make an examination and 
diagnosis. Infections of the genital tract are to 
be treated as such. Sterility, due to causes and 
conditions other than infection, are to be dealt 
with on the basis of result of the examination and, 
to a degree, the history of the case—such as age, 
foals produced, duration of sterility, condition of 
ovaries, frequency and duration of periods of 
estrum, general physical condition, conformation 
of the perineal region, nutrition, etc. Those who 
have made a study of many mares can, with a 
high degree of accuracy, determine the kind of 
treatment most likely to prove beneficial for each 
particular case. Perineal repair is often advis- 
able even though there is no evidence of actual 
tissue laceration. 


In addition to streptococci, various other bac- 
teria are at times found in the genital tract. They 
may be alone or associated with streptococcic in- 
fection. Those so far recognized to be of impor- 
tance are Staphylococcus albus and/or aureus, B. 
coli, and pyocyaneous. A less common but more 
serious infection is with the bacillus commonly 
called viscid rod, an encapsulated bacillus of the 
Friedlander group of bacteria. 

Infection of the genital tract of mares, with 
viscid rod, is usually a pyometra. The more out- 
standing characteristics are a copious exudate, 
thick viscid, tenacious, and slimy to the touch, 
of a yellowish-white color, often containing many 
flocculi. 


A number of years ago, when this department 
first undertook a study of genital infections of 
mares, a number of cases of viscid rod infection 
were encountered. On one farm there were 17 
cases at one time, on another, six. This infection 
is readily spread by the stallion and on the hands 
of the surgeon and instruments used. A mare 
with this type of infection should never be ad- 
mitted to service. Although persistent treatment 
over a period of time may result in recovery, the 
prognosis is, on the whole, very unfavorable. For- 
tunately. this infection is not widespread and no 
cases of it have been observed for a number of 
years. However, it is not to be forgotten or over- 
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looked, because once introduced into a band of 
mares, it can cause a lot of trouble. 


Corynebacterium equi, an infection of foals, on' 


a very few occasions has been recovered from the 
genital tract and from an aborted fetus. Bac- 
terium viscosum equi (Shigella equirulis) has 
also been found in the genital tract in rare in- 
stances. Neither of these two bacteria is believed 
to be a cause of cervicitis and metritis in brood- 
mares. These two bacteria, along with others, 
will be discussed later under Infections and Dis- 
eases of the Newborn. 


The Difficulties of Treatment 


HERE is no specific treatment for any of the 

bacteria mentioned as being found in the geni- 
tal tract of mares. Antisera, bacterins, and vac- 
cines have been found to be of little or no value. 
Copious douching to flush the uterus and vagina 
and then inserting some of the better, non-irritat- 
ing antiseptics, used persistently and with care, 
will, in time, result in a cure. Some of the newer 
preparations now on the market are more effec- 
tive than those formerly used. The sulfa drugs 
have a useful place in streptococcic and staphylo- 
coccic infection. 

Penicillin, the most recent of all, is especially 
effective against streptococci and staphylococci. 
It has no effect on B. coli. There are already on 
record cases of streptococcic infection of mares 
treated with penicillin that ended up with B. coli 
infection. This department is undertaking to de- 
termine how penicillin may best be used as a 
treatment for streptococcic metritis and, at the 
same time, prevent other bacteria, not affected by 
penicillin, from getting a foothold in the genital 
tract. If other bacteria are not present to begin 
with, the problem is to make sure that they are 
not introduced when applying the penicillin treat- 
ment. If they are present, other forms of treat- 
ment will have to be used. 

There is also the question of unit doses and fre- 
quency of administration. Then, too, it is yet to 
be determined if, in addition to direct applica- 
tions to the cavity of the uterus, intravenous and 
intramuscular injections will be of value. It 
would seem that they would in cases of long 
standing where the streptococci have become well 
imbedded in the sub-mucosa of the uterus and 
deep in the crevices of the mucous folds of the 
cervix.

Observations On 
The Silly Season 


In the U. S.,. Rather Long 


ONDON, January 31 (By Air Mail).—My 
post, opened after a few days of indisposition, 
contains a somewhat belated copy of THE BLOoop- 
Horsk, dated January 12. Its contents include, on 
one page, the record of the sires of 2-year-old win- 
ners of 1945—headed, I am pleased to note, by the 
defunct *Sickle—and, on another, Joe Palmer’s 
comment on Lord Rosebery’s December address to 
the Thoroughbred Breeders’ Association. 

We too have what is known as “the silly sea- 
son,” although with us it begins and ends in the 
holiday month of August, when newspaper editors 
assume that the public needs a little light reading. 
Our favorite pre-war topic was the Loch Ness 
monster, who really had more publicity than he 
deserved. The discussion which you have been 
enjoying seems to have lasted rather longer than 
usual this time, and, I note, has passed through 
three distinct phases. 

There was at first the move, in October, on the 
part of a group of American breeders. This was 
designed to use political influence through the 
State Department to bring pressure on Messrs. 
Weatherby and Sons to revise the conditions of 
admittance to the General Stud Book. Presum- 
ably the machinery would be that of a request to 
the British Government to give the necessary in- 
struction to Messrs. Weatherby, the intermediate 
authority being the Ministry of Agriculture. 
There was also the suggestion that Great Britain, 
being in America’s debt (in terms of dollars) 
should at least have the decency to comply with 
so simple a request. I have not heard any more 
of this, and I do not suppose that anybody ever 
will. The proprietors of the General Stud Book 
are a private firm and are not subject to the con- 
trol of the Ministry of Agriculture, or, for that 
matter, to any government department, except in 
their domestic affairs. I hope I am correct in as- 
suming that the suggestion was not taken serious- 
ly by responsible breeders on your side. 

The suggestion made by Major Louie Beard at 
the testimonial dinner was more constructive, in- 
asmuch as it aimed at securing an international 
registry; the stud books of all countries were to 
be mutually recognized. No one in this country, I 
am sure, would quarrel with such a suggestion, so 
long as nobody asked that the General Stud Book 
should be included in the conference. Miss Prior, 
whose father published the first volumes of the 
Half-bred Stud Book, dealt with the suggestion in 
an article in Horse and Hound on January 26, and 
I do not propose to comment further on this aspect 
of the discussion except to remind American 
breeders that there is a political parallel. This 
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lies in the fact that, in European affairs, the U. 
S. Government has not always seen its way clear 
to recognize certain European governments which 
the British government has recognized and vice- 
versa. That has not affected the good relations 
between our two countries, has it? 

The editor of THE BLoop-HorsE October 13, 
1945, had suggested an international registry, de- 
signed to find a formula by which race horses, 
wherever bred, could be recognized internationally 
with the proviso that the Thoroughbred, that is to 
say, the T. B. as qualified for and recognized in the 
General Stud Book, would be excluded from the 
omnibus register. This, I imagine, would mean 
that there would be the G. S. B. and the interna- 
tional register. I repeat that no one in this coun- 
try would object to such an arrangement. 

What is not clear from Mr. Estes’ plan is the 
status of a Thoroughbred, exported from Great 
Britain to say, Australia. If Australia came into 
the international conference, the horse in question 
would presumably have two registrations—one in 
the G. S. B. and the other in the international reg- 
ister. The problems raised are so obvious that 
few would care to speculate on the success or 
otherwise of the scheme. 

If I may say so, the editor of THE BLOooD-HoRSE 
is about the only writer who has admitted and ap- 
preciated the British case for keeping its stud 
book clear. He says, in effect: “It is their book, 
their asset—why should they surrender it?” I 
am afraid that this is the case and that it is un- 
answerable. Thus, breeders over here will turn 
to Mr. Palmer’s outburst more in sorrow than 
anger. They know, just as Mr. Palmer knows,

Satisfactory Stallion Fertility 


AM pleased to be able to report a very satis- 

factory series of fertility averages among the 
principal stallions, although here and there there 
are some bad failures, as is usually the case even 
in normal seasons. Blue Peter covered 40 mares 
in 1944 and had 34 foals that lived. Fairway had 
only 30 mares (he is 21 years old) and only 20 
living foals. Hyperion’s figure is 37 to 26. My 
figures, however, may be unfair to the stallions; 
their fertility averages should of course be based 
on the number of mares fertilized, which would 
give the stallions higher averages. 

Breeders are having a continuous struggle with 
the war time plus post-war shortage of personnel 
on the farms. Many of them are employing stud 
grooms and stud hands whom in the ordinary way 
they would not employ. However, the carry- 
forward to 1946 (when the foals of 1945 became 
yearlings) is not unsatisfactory. The war-time 
weedings-out have not done our stock any harm. 
It has been a good culling. 

You will have heard that the Two Thousand 
Guineas winner, Lord Astor’s Court Martial, has 
been sold to Jim Joel, who will have him at his 
Childwickbury Stud after the present covering 
season. I understand that Lord Astor had sev- 
eral offers for him from abroad but gave prefer-

New Pari-Mutuel Proposal 


The commission on pari-mutuel betting at New 
York race tracks, which now is divided 6 per cent 
to the State and 4 per cent to the tracks, would 
be further divided to include cities or counties in 
which racing is held, according to a bill intro- 
duced in the New York State Legislature by Sen- 
ator Seymour Halpern and Assemblyman Samuel 
Rabin.

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NOBODY HAS A QUARTER 


ORAL GABLES, February 18 (From Tropical 
Park).—For twenty years Jimmy Butwell, 
patrol judge at Tropical Park, was one of the 
country’s leading riders. He rated with such 
greats of jockeydom as Walter Miller, Earl Sande, 
the Fators, and Mack Garner. For forty-five 
years, Butwell, now a stocky little man of 58 who 
hides shyness under a crust of abruptness, has ob- 
served the ways of the Turf. And these he thinks 
are very strange indeed. 

There is more money around the race track 
now than there has ever been. Cheap horses run 
for $3,000 purses. Grooms and exercise boys are 
paid salaries averaging $200 a month and receive 
stakes from the racing associations every time 
the boss runs a horse—$10 if he loses, $20 if he 
wins. This in addition to whatever extra the boss 
springs with when he runs a winner—for it is an 
unwritten law of the race track that a trainer 
must stake everyone at the barn when the big 
horse wins, regardless of any other stakes that 
might be floating around. 

But in spite of all this prosperity, Butwell ob- 
serves, “no one has a quarter.” And that is what 
puzzles him. He is certain thrift has flown from 
the race track, or else no one can pick a winner 
anymore. 

“Why, in the old days,” Butwell exclaims, “any 
time you was broke you could borrow $20 even off 
a guinea! Just try and get anything offa them 
guys today. I ain’t seen a one with more than $3 
in twenty years.” 

A note of nostalgia comes into Butwell’s bark 
when he adds, “If you had $5 in them days it 
would last you a week. I won handicaps like the 
Brooklyn and Suburban when they was worth 
only $2,500 to the winner.” 

When Butwell started riding in 1904, jockey 
fees were $5 for a losing mount and $10 for a win- 
ning mount. Today, on the eastern tracks, they 
are $15 and $35—not very much more. 

However, there has been one big improvement. 
In those days a jockey had to collect his own fee, 
and fees were not due and payable until after the 
race. This made it tough for every rider but the 
one on the winner, “and sometimes he didn’t get 
paid either,” Butwell adds. The rest of -the boys 
were almost always told, “Kid, you just rode your- 
self out of your mount money.”

Leads the 
Money Winners 


Top Money Winner: Nikellora 


ARIS, France, February 11 (By Air Mail) .— 

With most of the Thoroughbreds enjoying 
well earned rests during the somnolent winter 
season while the trotters occupy the center of the 
French Turf, numerous indications of the coming 
season were evident in announcements and sta- 
tistics released by the Societie d’Encouragement, 
the Jockey Club of France. 

Not a little speculation had been done regarding 
the top money-winning horse of 1945 among: fol- 
lowers of the Turf in the Fourth Republic, with 
Nikellora and Ardan having the most backers. 
All the guesses were decided when Nikellora was 
declared the queen with a total of 3,264,750 francs 
won. Ardan, the Pharis 4-year-old which wound 
up the season with only a single defeat charged 
against him, was second with 3,080,700 francs. 

Nikellora’s small fortune in the French sense 
of the word was garnered mainly because of her 
victories in the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe and 
the Prix de Diane [Oaks]. She also won two 
other stakes and finished second three times. Rid- 
den by M. Lollierou in the early part of the sea- 
son, her jockey for the Prix de l’Are was W. John- 
stone, a native Australian who has the double dis- 
tinction of being part Japanese and not being in- 
terned during the war. Another Boussac repre- 
sentative, Caracalla, unbeaten 3-year-old colt by 
Tourbillon, was third with 2,606,820 frances. 


Schedule for 1946 


HE list of meetings to be held during the cur- 

rent year was also released and the schedule 
shows a total of six months racing in store for 
the turfistes. Deauville, formerly a war casualty, 
returns with a meeting from August 3 to August 
25, with the Grand Prix de Deauville being de- 
cided on the last day of the meeting. Its value 
this year will be 750,000 franes. 

Paris, which includes three tracks, Maisons- 
Laffitte, Le Tremblay, and the famed Longchamps, 
has been allotted the dates of April 7 to June 6; 
June 20 to June 30; and September 15 to October 
27. Chantilly will fill in with June 9 to June 16; 
July 24 to July 30, and September 1 to Septem- 
ber 11. 

A total of 86,630,500 francs will be dangled be- 
fore the eyes of the owners, trainers, and jockeys. 
Longchamps alone will offer 57,000,000 inflated 
franes. The Grand Prix de Paris will be worth 
2,000,000, an increase of 500,000 frances over last 
year, while its companion 3-year-old classic, the 
Prix du Jockey Club, to be run at Chantilly, will 
earry 1,500,000 francs. The Prix de l’Are de

Gold Cup Nominations 


MONG the horses from France nominated for 
the Ascot Gold Cup in England are four from 
Marcel Boussac’s stable and a 14-year-old stallion 
called Tres Chic. Boussac’s entries include his 
two stars Ardan and Caracalla as well as Marsyas 
and Faliero. The latter two are unknowns on the 
French Turf, having been kept in seclusion, but 
both Ardan and Caracalla, providing they attain 
the form they exhibited in 1945 over French 
tracks, should give the British entries something 
to think about. 

Ardan, a rugged colt which resembles his sire, 
Pharis, should improve over his 4-year-old form. 
His speed is not of the lightning type which sprint 
champions of the American Turf display but he is 
well suited to the uphill turf of the Ascot course. 
He is a hard horse to shake when the stretch 
comes up and this has been the dominant charac- 
teristic which carried him to the heights in France 
last year when he won five of six races. 

Caracalla never had too much competition but 
what he got didn’t have a chance with him. He 
was treated like a temperamental movie star in 
that Boussae picked the races for him and the 
colt never had a chance to show just how much he 
was capable of. 

Tres Chic, by Guesnil, was bred in France and 
made his debut in the colors of the Vicomte de 
Chambure at Auteuil, where he won several good 
steeplechase races. He was sold to Mr. de Vere 
Clifton, an Englishman, and had a good career 
on the English tracks under the name of Clifton 
Tres Chic. After six years at stud, he is return- 
ing to the track. 

The riding contracts of the leading jockeys in 
France have also been announced for 1946. They 
do not differ much from those which they had last 
year. C. Bouillon will ride for Jean Couturie 
(whose Basileus he piloted last year), taking sec- 
end mounts for Marcel Boussae and third mounts 
for Henri Ternynck. Doyasbere will continue as 
contract rider for Boussae. R. Poincelet, top 
jockey of 1945, will ride for Jean Stern and Mme. 
Herbline.

Back In Form 


Wins at First Asking 


ELBOURNE, February 1 (By Air Mail) — 
Australia’s national holiday on Monday, 
January 28, was celebrated in the good old pre- 
war style with race meetings throughout the 
whole nation for the first time since 1941. At 
Caulfield, where we raced with the temperature at 
100 degrees in the shade, the grand old gelding 
St. Fairy (by St. Magnus) having his first start 
since November, spread-eagled a huge field of 
sprinters in the A. N. A. Handicap of 6 furlongs. 
St. Fairy, many of you will recall, won the 
Caulfield Cup last October and was fourth in the 
Melbourne Cup. He had rested since, but he is 
one of those horses which is the answer to a train- 
er’s dream. St. Fairy literally trains himself, as 
he had only one fast gallop before the A. N. A. 
Handicap in which he carried 135 pounds and 
raced away a furlong from home to defeat St. 
Dandy (by St. Magnus) and an old friend in 
Delina (by Manitoba). Delina was the crack 2- 
year-old of her year but has raced only fairly 
since.

Theo. Lewis, trainer of St. Fairy, was dubious 
about the gelding winning first-up, with the re- 
sult that the stable commission was negligible, 
and when St. Fairy trounced the strong opposi- 
tion there were some additions at the wailing 
wall. St. Fairy is to be set for the Newmarket 
Handicap, a straight six-furlong race to be run 
at Flemington on March 2, and all going well, he 
will be hard to beat. His owner, Ossie Porter, 
had only £100 on his old favorite but he still added 
a nice gift to the pay envelope of each of the 350 
employees at his boot factory. When Porter wins, 
they share it with him. 

Another interesting winner at Caulfield on 
Monday was Crown Gem, a 2-year-old full brother 
to Royal Gem. He is by Dhoti (by Dastur) from 
French Gem (by Beau Fils). “Both are owned by 
George Badman of Adelaide. Crown Gem had his 
first start since November in the Foundation 
Stakes, a special race for 2-year-olds over five 
furlongs, and after leading many lengths, his con- 
dition was giving out near the post, with the re- 
sult that he scrambled home inches ahead of Com- 
poser (by Laureate, a promising young sire and a 
good race horse to boot). 

A Dhoti filly in Hawa Rani won her third race 
on Monday and the Dhoti horses are all the rage 
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in this country as they can both sprint and stay. 
Hellenist was another winner at Caulfield and he 
has some international interest as his dam, Hel- 
leniqua, won a Cambridgeshire Handicap in Eng- 
land after which she was secured for the stud in 
Australia by the millionaire, Sol Green.

tumn, and great things are expected of this horse 
which was sold recently for 2,600 guineas. He 
has a remarkable finishing run after almost tail- 
ing off in the earlier stages of his races, and we 
hope he comes south as we want to see him 
stacked up against Royal Gem, Tranquil Star, 
Flight, St. Fairy and one or two others. Some- 
how I think Bernborough will hold his own 
against the best we can offer in Melbourne. 

The Randwick trainer, Bailey Payten, produces 
brilliant 2-year-olds with almost monotonous reg- 
ularity and now he has an Ajax (by Heroic) filly 
named Chaperone, which is unbeaten in her only 
two starts. At Randwick on Monday she carried 
124 pounds in the Sledmere Handicap of five fur- 
longs and 11 yards. She won, hard held, running 
in one minute flat, so if she had been extended it 
is pretty obvious she would have gone close to the 
Australian record of :58%4 standing to the credit 
of All Love (by Double Remove) when she was a 
2-year-old. 

Chaperone is now coming to Melbourne for the 
autumn along with her stablemate Havoc (by 
Ajax), and winner of the Breeders’ Plate at 
Randwick in October. Havoc has not raced since 
his win, so he will create much interest here. 
Lucky is the trainer with two unbeaten 2-year- 
olds in his stable, especially as one is a filly and 
the other a colt.

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Racing Might 
Golf Does 


Aiken, S. C., February 14. 
Editor, THE BLoop-HorRSsE: 


The inequity of forcing all of our older horses 
to run in handicaps, if they are to run in stakes 
events at all, has been discussed in THE BLOop- 
HORSE a good many times. It seems to be, if not 
generally agreed upon, then at least felt by a 
great many horsemen, that it is unfair always to 
ask a top 4- or 5-year-old to meet inferior horses 
at weights which destroy his natural superiority. 
At the same time it is also obvious that the mere 
substitution of weight-for-age races for handicaps 
would result in many walkovers, many small 
fields, and in races which are unsatisfactory both

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in their sporting and the commercial aspects. So 
I should like to make a suggestion which might 
meet most of the objections from both sides. 


Being an enthusiast of golf, I have been follow- 
ing the results of golf tournaments, and it is a 


certain aspect of these which has occasioned this 


suggestion. I may add that it has been discussed 
with several prominent trainers and with one race 
track president, and we are more or less in agree- 
ment on it. 

In the golf tournaments, how is it that, Byron 
Nelson being so much the best and winning one 
tournament after another, the other boys are still 
playing against him. Please note that these 
tournaments are not handicaps, not even as we 
have it, weight-for-age, but just level weight. 
You can imagine what would have happened if 
such a condition existed in racing. In years when 
we have such horses as Whirlaway, Man o’ War, 
and the like, these horses would have walked over 
in all the big races, as few if any would venture 
to run against them at weight-for-age. 

Why, then, do the golf tournaments fill? Why 
do they play at even weights against Nelson, who 
is the Man o’ War of golf at present. In my opin- 
ion the answer is in the distribution of purse

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money, which is as follows: The winner gets 20 
per cent of the total purse; 1314s per cent goes to 
second; 10 per cent to third; and the scale goes 
on down to twentieth place, which gets naturally a 
very small percentage. 

How would it be if we tried this scheme, natu- 
rally with considerable adaptation, in racing? 
Suppose we could take all of the present $50,000 
and $100,000 handicaps, and change them to races 
run at six pounds below the scale, with the purse 
divided as follows for the first six places: 40%, 
24%,14%, 10%, 7%, 5%. Nomination and start- 
ing fees would go to the winner as at present. 

Let us see what it would do. I think it would 
have the following advantages: 

1. At the end of the season we would know 
the best horse, the second best, and so on, 
without any excuses. 

2. The earnings of the horses at the end of 
the season would be proportionate to their 
quality. If the second or third best did not 
wit a single one of these races, which is 
theoretically possible, he would be able to col- 
lect a substantial amount of money. 

3. You would hardly see a case of a horse 
25 or 30 pounds below the best horse winning 
one of the rich races—and I think they should 
not—because the handicapper assigned him 
100 pounds. Yet even by picking up fourth, 
fifth, or sixth money they would be compen- 
sated for their efforts. 

4. Owners, trainers, bettors, and horses 
theinselves, if they could speak, would have 
no reason to complain of the injustice or in- 
competence of the handicapper. 
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5. The best horse will have a little better 
chance to stay sound if they are not required 
to carry heavy weights. 


6. There would be more formful racing, if 
there were no incentive for trying to race 
weight off. 


There are several objections which occur to me 
as likely. Under this system a horse could not, 
even in the richest race, win more than perhaps 
$50,000 at a time, and in the $50,000 races no more 
than $25,000 or so. But the top horse would win 
more races, even of lesser value. To win under 
130 pounds and then be beaten under 132, as at 
present, would mean no more to the stable finan- 
cially than to win twice under the plan I have 
suggested. 

Again, a good horse might go a season without 
winning a stakes, and he would thus miss the 
honor (which has its value in the stud) of win- 
ning various stakes. But if this system were 
adopted, there would be a new value to second 
place. A horse rated second to Whirlaway would 
have a good reputation, just as a golfer rated 
second only to Nelson would have, even if he never 
won a tournament. The same thing would be 
true of third place, and in a lessening degree for 
other positions. 

If the objection is made that this would restrict 
the racing in these events to the 20 or 30 best 
horses, at most, the answer is that there remain 
plenty of handicaps, at from $10,000 to $25,000 to 
engage them. The competition in the major 2- 
year-old and 3-year-old events rapidly narrows 
down to the best horses, and there is no reason it

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should not follow the same pattern among older 
_ horses. 

Finally, it may be said that these would not be 
good betting races, even if they drew a sufficient 
number of starters through the new distribution. 
This is probably true in a measure, in the sense 
that these races might yield a lesser return in bet- 
ting than the present big handicaps. But I think 
this would be compensated for by the increased at- 
tractiveness of the races—they would draw more 
patrons to bet on other races. 

No single track could make a success of this 
system. It would have to be adopted nationally, 
or at least sectionally before it could have a fair 
trial. 

This system is not presented as complete. I 
have worked on the distribution after discussion 
with other trainers, but this is not necessarily the 
last word of it. It might be, also, that small 
penalties, perhaps of three pounds for winning 
one of these races, five pounds for two, might be 
assessed, to last for a month or so. 

It should also be remembered that horses like 
Whirlaway and Man o’ War do not come every 
year, and in most seasons there would be genuine 
competition for these races.

checking down a statement to the effect that when 
Samuel D. Riddle, Esq., paid $34,262 for a year- 
ling colt by Hyperion—Windrush by Winalot, it 
was “probably” the largest price ever paid by an 
American buyer for a yearling in England. 

By dint of laborious checking I finally ran it 
down; it appeared on page 1042 of THE BLoop- 
HorsE dated November 17, 1945. 

It so happens I have a deep affection for the 
sportsman who had the foresight to buy at a year- 
ling sale the best race horse I ever saw and I re- 
sent this attempt to place him in the lead in the 
“Sucker Stakes.” The master of Faraway Farm 
doesn’t deserve to have the horns fitted on his 
manly brow. 

There was an old gentleman in Texas by the 
name of W. T. Waggoner who purchased at the 
first July Stakes in 1926 a bay colt, then a year- 
ling, by Gainsborough—Lady Burgle, by St. Serf, 
named Stamford, from the executors of Russell 
Swanwick for the sum of 10,000 guineas, approxi- 
mately $51,000, figuring the guinea at $5.10. I 
think Mr. Waggoner was represented by those 
two impeccable gentlemen, the molds and glasses 
of fashion, the Messrs. Dale and Dalziel. 

At Doncaster in 1927 an American named Her- 
bert Pulitzer purchased out of the consignment of 
the late Lord Furness a brown colt, also a year- 
ling, by Swynford—Salamandra, by St. Frusquin, 
named Manhattan, for 7,200 guineas, roughly 
$36,720. 


Three years later, 1930, at Doncaster, Clarence 
Hailey, on behalf of an American client (William 
du Pont, I think), paid 7,100 guineas for a chest- 
nut colt by Hurry On—Pagan Sacrifice, by Cicero, 
from the consignment of Sir John and Lady Fitz- 
gerald. This was equivalent to about $36,210. 

It is manifest therefore that my good friend 
Samuel D. Riddle is entitled to merely four, “rub- 
ber’s money” in the Sucker States.

The Joint Session of the State Racing Commis- 
sion and two Stewards of The Jockey Club, which 
is authorized by subdivision 2 of Section 3 of 
Chapter 613 of the Laws of 1935 to hear applica- 
tions of persons whose licenses have been revoked 
by The Jockey Club, has completed its hearings 
on the application of R. Tom Smith with respect 
to the revocation of his trainer’s license for the 
year 1945. 

After hearing the evidence and examining the 
briefs and memoranda of counsel, the Joint Ses- 
sion of the State Racing Commission and two 
Stewards of The Jockey Club, acting as a Board, 
has unanimously determined that the Stewards of 
The Jockey Club for the purpose of maintaining 
a proper control over race meetings and to punish 
persons concerned in fraudulent turf practices, 
properly exercised their discretion in revoking the 
trainer’s license for the year 1945 of R. Tom 
Smith. 

By this determination final action is taken by 
the Joint Session, acting as a Board, on the said 
application of R. Tom Smith.

On February 14 the New York State Rac- 
ing Commission and two stewards represent- 
ing The Jockey Club, composing a board to 
hear the case of Trainer Tom Smith, unani- 
mously decided that the stewards of The 
Jockey Club were justified in revoking 
Smith’s license last fall for a period of one 
year, beginning November 1. The decision 
was based on the board’s conclusion that 
ephedrine affects the racing condition of a 
horse by shrinking the nasal passages and 
permitting easier breathing, and that Smith, 
as the man in charge of the Maine Chance 
Farm horses, was responsible for the condi- 
tion of the horses, even though ephedrine was 
administered by a stable foreman and alleg- 
edly without Smith’s knowledge or permis- 
sion. 


Immediately after the board’s decision was 
announced, John T. Cahill, the trainer’s prin- 
cipal legal counsellor, stated that “Tom Smith 
will appeal this decision to the courts at 
once.” 


The complete text of the board’s statement 
is given here.

as prescribed by statute. 

The basis of the action taken by the Stewards 
of The Jockey Club against Trainer Smith is that 
on November 1, 1945, he caused or permitted to 
be administered a solution of ephedrine to a horse, 
Magnific Duel, owned by Maine Chance Farm sta- 
ble, of which Smith was trainer. The horse was 
then in the receiving barn at Jamaica race course, 
and the drug was administered just prior to the 
sending of the horse to the paddock where it was 
entered to and did run in the third race on that 
day, which it won. The actual administration of 
the drug was made by one Ernest Pevler, also an 
employee of Maine Chance Farm stable, and de- 
scribed in the record before the Joint Board both 
as “an assistant trainer’ and as a foreman. Pev- 
ler was assisted in the act by a groom, James 
Shelley. 

On the day in question, Frank Lorentzen, an 
employee of The Jockey Club in its horse-identifi- 
cation department, and James F. LaBoyne, an 
employee of the New York State Racing Commis- 
sion, were near stalls numbers 4 and 5 of the re- 
ceiving barn. Lorentzen looked into stall 5 and 
saw the groom, James Shelley, also an employee 
of Maine Chance Farm stable, holding the horse, 
Magnific Duel, by a tong twitch while Pevler was 
spraying the horse’s nostrils with an atomizer. 
Lorentzen called to LaBoyne and the latter went 
into stall 5. As he entered the stall Pevler was 
coming out and LaBoyne said to him, “I want the 
atomizer that was just used,” at the same time 
showing Pevler his badge. Both Lorentzen and 
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La Boyne stated that there were two colored men 
in the stall with Pevler at the time. When Pevler 
came out of stall 5 he went at once into stall 4 
and Lorentzen followed him. LaBoyne, in stall 5, 
told the two colored men that he was looking for 
the atomizer and started to search in a duffle bag 
in the stall. 

In the meantime, Pevler had gone into stall 4 
and pulled the door shut as he went in. The door 
is in two separate parts, an upper and a lower 
door and the lower door was the “door” which was 
pulled shut. Lorentzen “poked” his head over the 
stall door and saw Pevler “ducking the atomizer 
under the straw there,” on the righthand side 
against the wall, there being five to eight inches 
of straw on the floor. Lorentzen then called to 
LaBoyne, who was standing in the doorway of 
stall 5, and he joined Lorentzen in the doorway of 
stall 4. He saw Lorentzen go into the stall on the 
righthand side and pick up an atomizer, minus the 
bulb, “from underneath the straw against the 
wall.” 

The atomizer was taken to the office at the track 
of Mr. Francis P. Dunne, Steward of the Racing 
Commission, and then to the Laboratory of the 
Commission at Jamaica, where the contents were 
analyzed. According to the testimony of Charles 
E. Morgan, Chief Chemist of the Commission, the 
contents of the atomizer with which Pevler was 
spraying the nostrils of Magnific Duel when in- 
terrupted by Lorentzen and LaBoyne, was “a solu- 
tion of ephedrine containing 2.6 grams per hun-

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dred millimeters, calculated as anhydrous ephe- 
drine.” 

A great deal of testimony is present in the rec- 
ord as to the effect of ephedrine when adminis- 
tered nasally, as Pevler was concededly adminis- 
tering it. The testimony is clear that the drug, 
ephedrine, whatever other effects it may or may 
not have, shrinks the mucosa or mucuous mem- 
branes of the upper respiratory passages, thereby 
increasing the lung capacity for oxygen or a freer 
flow of air for breathing. That such an effect 
would be helpful to a horse running in a race is 
too obvious to require argument, and while the 
duration and extent of the effect obtained may 
vary, depending upon the quantity and strength 
used, we are convinced that even in small doses 
the drug does have the effect indicated. In fact, 
the brief filed with this Board on behalf of Smith 
contains the following statement: 


“There is no conflict in the testimony of 
any of the expert witnesses called by either 
petitioner or The Jockey Club, as to the fact 
that ephedrine may, if given in sufficiently 
large doses, affect the racing condition of a 
horse.” 


The conclusion is irresistible that the horse, 
Magnific Duel, was being so treated shortly be- 
fore going to the post to race, for just that effect. 
Whether or not the treatment contemplated by 
Pevler had been completed at the time of the 
advent upon the scene of Lorentzen and LaBoyne 
will never be known. 

The personal presence of Tom Smith at the pro- 
ceedings above described has not been definitely 
shown. It would appear that, after going to the 
receiving barn on the date in question, he pre- 
ceded the horse, Gay Garland, also owned by 
Maine Chance Farm, to the paddock when that 
horse left the barn to go to the post for the second 
race. Smith admits that he kept two atomizers in 
his own office at Belmont Park, one of brown 
glass and one of clear glass. He testified that the 
brown glass atomizer was used to spray horses’ 
nostrils with a solution of salt and vinegar in 
water and that the clear glass atomizer was used 
to give horses sprays of ephedrine, stated to be 
only in cases where the horse is bleeding at the 
nostrils. At the original hearing before the 
Stewards of the Meeting, Smith was asked:

would either your foreman or the 
groom take it upon themselves to spray ephe- 
drine in a horse’s nose without orders from 
you?” 
To which Smith answered: “No, not ephedrine.” 
To a further question: “Would they spray a 
horse with anything without instructions from 
you?” Smith answered, “Well, they wouldn’t.” 
The question is presented, therefore, whether 
the administration of ephedrine by Pevler to the 
horse, Magnific Duel, was

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atomizer constituted an improper medica- 
tion or drug. 

Rule of Racing 198(b) provides in part: 

“Trainers are responsible for the condition 
of horses in their care - - -.” 

Under this rule Smith is responsible for what- 
ever Pevler did or tried to do. This rule or rules 
similar to it in meaning and effect, are in force in 
many States where Thoroughbred racing is li- 
censed. While fault has been found with it by 
trainers, who urge that it places them in constant 
jeopardy of losing their reputations and even 
their livelihoods through no fault of their own, it 
is a necessary and proper regulation in order that 
racing may be properly conducted. Until some 
method is devised for completely protecting horses 
against tampering during a considerable period 
before they go to the post, trainers must take the 
full responsibility of protecting their charges in 
the interests of themselves, their employers and 
the public. Any other rule would be an invitation 
to the drugging of horses and would destroy pub- 
lic confidence in racing. 

Moreover, there seems to be ample indication 
in this record to justify the Board in coming to 
the conclusion that the treatment which Pevler 
was giving to Magnific Duel when interrupted by 
Lorentzen and LaBoyne, was with Smith’s tacit 
consent, if not upon his orders. 

Pevler’s entire course of conduct from the time 
when Lorentzen, standing near the entrance of 
stall 5, summoned LaBoyne from stall 1, until 
Lorentzen found the atomizer under five to eight 


inches of straw, where he had seen Pevler putting 


it, clearly indicates a sense of guilt on Pevler’s 
part that could proceed only from the knowledge 
that he was engaged in wrongdoing and should 
make every effort to hide the evidence. Notwith- 
standing that LaBoyne showed Pevler his badge 
and demanded “I want the atomizer that was just 
used,” and that Pevler admittedly recognized 
LaBoyne as “the law,” he took the atomizer out of 
stall 5, passing LaBoyne, went into stall 4 ad- 
joining, pulled the door shut and “ducked” the 
atomizer under five to eight inches of straw on the 
floor, at the righthand side of the stall against 
the wall. So far as the evidence is concerned, 
Pevler at this time offered no explanation or state- 
ment to Lorentzen or LaBoyne although their en- 
tire course of conduct clearly indicated to him the 
cause of their interference with what he had been 
doing to Magnific Duel. 

Moreover, Pevler showed on the stand, in his 
personal demeanor, and in his statements, that he 
was far from the type of man who would give any 
treatment to a horse unless directed or, at least 
allowed, by Smith to do it. 

In testifying before the Board, Pevler repeated- 
ly denied or contradicted statements made by him 
in his examinations before both the Stewards of 
the Meeting and the Stewards of The Jockey Club, 
which are part of the record before this Board, 


and the Board’s opinion of his credibility is such ‘ 


that it has no other course than to accept the tes- 
timony of Lorentzen and LaBoyne where it de- 
parts from that of Pevler. 

It is conceded that the groom, James Shelley, 
was engaged with Pevler in administering the

Neverthe- 
less, Shelley did not appear before the Stewards 
of The Jockey Club when Smith and Pevler ap- 
peared, having, it was stated, been sent out of 
New York by Smith on the previous day in charge 
of some horses destined to Pimlico. Nor was 
Shelley offered as a witness before this Board. 
The failure of the petitioner to call Shelley as a 
witness to corroborate Pevler’s version of his ac- 
tivities, seems singular, in view of the fact that 
Shelley had personal knowledge of the matter. 

There are other elements in the case which the 
Board believes are sufficient to justify the judg- 
ment which it has formed with respect to the 
many isues present; but it also believes that the 
circumstances herein recited show that such judg- 
ment must be adverse to the applicant. 

With respect to the many legal objections raised 
by Smith’s counsel, the Board is of opinion that 
it has jurisdiction to hear this case and to deter- 
mine it. 

In conclusion, the Board denies the motions 
made by Smith’s counsel by document entitled 
“Motion for Dismissal of Charges and Reinstate- 
ment of License,” filed with the Board December 
14, 1945, and copied at the request of said counsel, 
into the stenographer’s minutes of the hearing on 
that date, and denies also counsel’s motion “to 
dismiss the charges on the ground that the evi- 
dence adduced does not prove any offense under 
Rule 216(f)” of the Rules of Racing, which was 
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made at the close of the case for The Jockey 
Club, December 14, 1945. 

An order will be made forthwith approving in 
all respects the action of the Stewards of The 
Jockey Club taken at a meeting held November 8, 
1945, revoking the trainer’s license of R. Tom 
Smith for the year 1945.

TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


Going Up 


OR the third time since the Hialeah Park 

meeting opened on January 17, a new record 
mutuel handle for the track and for Florida has 
been established. During the period of February 
11-16, the track was very successful, setting new 
season’s records in average daily attendance over 
a full week, in average daily mutuel handle, and 
for a one-day mutuel handle. The one-day peak 
was reached on February 16, when the McLennan 
Handicap was run; it was $1,681,756. The daily 
attendance averaged 19,777, and the daily mutuel 
play averaged $1,444,711. 

Santa Anita Park also increased pace. The 
average attendance during the five days from 
February 12-16 was 34,600, high for the season, 
and the average daily mutuel play was $2,664,362, 
also a new high for the meeting. The San An- 
tonio Handicap of February 16 drew an estimated 
56,000 spectators who bet $3,854,313. The attend- 
ance figure was below that of New Year’s Day, 
but the mutuel handle was high for the season and 
marked the fourth successive Saturday on which 
a new level was reached during the meeting. 

The New Orleans Fair Grounds also benefited 
from the widespread interest in racing. The av- 
erage attendance for the week was an estimated 
3,850, and the average mutuel handle was $193,- 
145, which represented a gain over previous 
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weeks. On Saturday, February 16, the handle 
was $323,836, a marked improvement. 

The Fair Grounds management announced a 
$500 purse increase in all feature races which had 
been advertised at less than $5,000. This raised 
the value of five events from $2,500 to $3,000, and 
of two others from $2,000 to $2,500. Minimum 
purses were raised from $900 to $1,100. 


Knockdown Beats Star Pilot 


Two of the Maine Chance Farm’s 3-year-olds 
appeared in the mile Mariposa Purse at Santa 
Anita Park February 15. They were Knockdown 
and Star Pilot, stakes winners of 1945 which were 
making their first starts of 1946. Knockdown 
bounded to the front by two lengths inside the 
first quarter mile, led by four lengths at the far 
turn, and by five at the head of the stretch. He 
went under the wire six lengths ahead of his sta- 
blemate and worked out 1% miles in 1:51. Star 
Pilot ran third behind Hie Heel most of the way, 
moved up to be second by half a length, worked 
1% miles in 1:52%. Knockdown, son of Discov- 
ery, ran the mile in 1:37, under 122 pounds. Star 
Pilot carried the same weight.

Track Records 


Two new track records were set during the 
past week. M. W. Buck’s Suncap, a 6-year-old 
chestnut horse by Rosemont—Sunrap, by *Sun 
Briar, went six furlongs in 1:09% at Santa Anita 
Park on February 13 to lower the track record 
and come within one-fifth of a second of Clang’s 
American record. The Buck horse, running in a 
$5,000 allowance race for 4-year-olds and upward, 
is trained by W. M. Buck. He was bred by Wil- 
liam du Pont, Jr. The fractions were :22% and 
245%. 

At Hialeah Park, Bel Reigh, 5-year-old bay 
horse by *Bel Aethel—Polly Reigh, by Reigh 
Count, set a track record of 1:51% for 1% miles 
over the turf course. He is owned by Mrs. Tilyou 
Christopher and is trained by Bobby Robertson. 
H. C. Ragan is his breeder.

California Turf Tax Increase 


The California State Assembly, with only three 
dissenting votes, on February 14 passed a bill to 
increase the State tax on pari-mutuel betting. 
The measure next was slated to be presented to 
the Senate. Under the bill, which was offered by 
Assemblyman Harold F. Sawalisch, of Richmond, 
Calif., the State tax of 4 per cent on betting up 
to $10,000,000 at a meeting would be left un- 
changed, but would be increased from 5 per cent 
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to 6 per cent on the second $10,000,000, and from 
6 per cent to 8 per cent on all above $20,000,000. 

The breakage on all betting over $10,000,000 
also would go to the State. Sawalisch estimated 
that the State would net about $8,000,000 in in- 
creased revenue from the new provisions. The 
money would be used for veterans’ rehabilitation.

$800 Minimum at Ak-Sar-Ben 


Total purse distribution during the 30-day Ak- 
Sar-Ben meeting of May 28-July 6 will amount to 
approximately $250,000, according to A. A. Low- 
man, chairman of the track’s racing committee. 
Minimum purses will be $800, and other races will 
be worth up to $2,500. 

For two years the Army used the track, but 
a meeting was held last fall, though under 
crowded conditions because of limited stall space. 
All military restrictions now have been lifted, and 
more stable room will be available.

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DDT AND HORSES 


SSURANCE that DDT, the insecticide which 

attained a reputation for miracles during the 
war, will not harm horses or other livestock if 
properly used has been given to members of the 
Thoroughbred Club of America by J. B. Pullen 
of the Ralston-Purina Company. Mr. Pullen ad- 
dressed the horsemen at their semi-monthly meet- 
ing at the Lafayette Hotel, Lexington, on Febru- 
ary 16. 

By using a one-fifth of 1 per cent solution of 
DDT in water, horses and cattle on pasture may 
be kept free from flies and lice with about three 
sprayings a summer, he stated. Barns and other 
buildings sprayed twice a summer with a 5 per 
cent solution also will be free of flies and insects. 

The one-fifth of 1 per cent solution may be 
made by using a one-pound package of the Purina 
DDT fly spray in powder form with 30 gallons of 
water. This quantity is sufficient to treat about 
90 head of horses or cattle, which should be satu- 
rated with the liquid. No harm will result from 
getting it into animals’ eyes, Pullen said, nor will 
it harm foals if broodmares’ teats are touched by 
it. Under normal weather conditions, about three 
such sprayings should be sufficient to carry 
through the summer. Tests made on cattle, he re- 
ported, showed a net gain of 70 pounds a head on 
animals sprayed regularly. 

When using the 5 per cent solution in horse 
stalls, he cautioned, the feed boxes should be 
covered during spraying. No other precautions 
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are necessary and all other parts of the stall may 
be sprayed. The 5 per cent solution is made by 
using one pound of the Purina powder to five 
quarts of water. In answer to a question, he said 
that DDT would be ineffective on manure piles 
because water has difficulty in penetrating thor- 
oughly. He emphasized that only water solutions, 
not oil solutions, should be used on animals. 


Before Mr. Pullen gave his talk on DDT, Presi- 
dent Charles A. Asbury of the club presented for 
the approval of the members five resolutions 
which it was proposed to offer at the forthcoming 
meeting of the National Association of State Rac- 
ing Commissioners at Los Angeles. The first 
dealt with the necessity of transferring registra- 
tion certificates when a horse changes ownership, 
the second was an invitation for interested per- 
sons to communicate to The Jockey Club their 
sentiments on the Thoroughbred Club’s resolution 
about the Jersey Act, the third dealt with the 
necessity for more mare and filly races, the fourth 
conveyed the club’s disapproval of the many kinds 
of awards now bestowed by race tracks, and the 
fifth was in the nature of a compliment to the 
tracks for their successful efforts in reducing the 
number of claiming races. 

All but the fourth proposal, the one dealing 
with awards, was approved. The rejected pro- 
posal, which would have suggested discontinuance 
of the current practice of giving awards to train- 
ers, grooms, exercise boys, and breeders, “without 
reference to class or merit.” was voted down, 21- 
11. Many of those present did not vote.

R. S. Clark Horses Average $8,042 


HE horse market was still going up. Bell-the- 

Cat, a 5-year-old horse which had earned a 
total of $21,005 in his first three seasons of rac- 
ing topped the sale at $20,000. Smolensko, a 
*Challenger II 5-year-old which had earned $14,- 
410 to the end of 1945, brought $18,000. The 
dozen head in the Robert Sterling Clark dis- 
persal brought an aggregate of $96,500, average 
$8,042. Nineteen other horses added to the sale 
brought $52,750, average $2,776. For the 31 
head the total was $149,250, average $4,814. 

Mr. Clark, a veteran of many years in racing 
and breeding, with two English classic victories 
to his credit, and frequently with racing and 
breeding stock in four or five countries at the 
same time, had declared himself out of American 
racing because of his disgust over a decision of 
The Jockey Club. The stud book authority had 
declined to grant him registration of the produce 
of an Anglo-Arab mare which had been registered 
with the American Stud Book. Henceforth, he has 
announced, he will race in Europe. 


The sale of his horses was held Friday, Feb- 
ruary 15, in the paddock at Hialeah Park under 
the direction of the Fasig-Tipton Company, with 
George Swinebroad as auctioneer, H. S. Finney as 
announcer. For the Clark horses and the others 
offered there was very strong bidding, suggesting 
that the Thor oughbred market of 1946 is in keep- 
ing with the general inflation.

222 Days In Ohio 


If plans submitted to the Ohio State Racing 
Commission are approved, the State will have at 
least 222 days of racing this year. The requests 
for dates, however, did not include the Ft. Steuben 
track, which operated for 26 days in 1945. Ap- 
plications were filed by Beulah Park, Randall 
Park, River Downs, Hamilton, Ascot Park, and 
Thistle Down as follows: 


Beulah Park, May 11-June 1; 19 days. 

Randall Park, May 24-July 13; 44 days. 

River Downs, May 25-July 13; 43 days. 

Hamilton, June 15-July 6; 19 days. 

Ascot Park, July 10-August 10; 28 days. 

Thistle Down, July 15-September 5; 44 days. 

Beulah Park, September 28-October 26; 25 days. 

Beulah Park has reversed its usual dates and 
will hold a 19-day meeting in the spring instead 
of in the fall; the 25-day meeting will be held in 
the fall. A conflict exists between Ascot Park, 
Thistle Down, and Randall Park, since the three 
tracks are in the same locality, and between River 
Downs and Hamilton, also in the same neighbor- 
hood. The commission is expected to resolve the 
differences.

Atkinson, Arcaro, Wallace 


The leading riders at Santa Anita Park and 
Hialeah Park this winter would be among the top 
performers at any track. Along in the early part 
of the California meeting, Johnny Longden and 
Ted Atkinson were head-and-head, but within the 
last week or two Atkinson, who has been rather 
busier than Longden, pulled away from his rival 
and through February 16 had ridden 52 winners, 
35 seconds, and 20 thirds in 233 mounts, according 
to Daily Racing Form statistics. From 202 
mounts during the same period, Longden pro- 
duced 35 winners, 36 seconds, and 25 thirds. 

On February 12, Atkinson set a record for the 
meeting and equaled the all-time record for the 
course by riding five winners in six mounts. 
Three of the winners were owned by Louis B. 
Mayer, including Whirlabout, which took the 
Santa Barbara Stakes. On two other occasions 
this winter the jockey had ridden four winners. 

Head man among the riders at Hialeah Park is 
Eddie Arecaro, who through February 18 had 28 
winners, 18 seconds, and 19 thirds from 125 
mounts. His nearest rival is F. Truschka, a capa- 
ble apprentice who has had 20 winners in 148 
mounts. H. Wallace, also an apprentice, is set- 
ting the pace at the Fair Grounds. From 291 
mounts through February 18, he had 64 winners.

In Florida 


High Bloom at Ocala 


EW SMYRNA, Fla., February 18.—These 

notes are written in the first spare time there 
has been for such activity since the last lot was 
mailed from Waycross, Georgia, while the writer 
was awaiting the repair of a bad brake. From 
there we drove down to Ocala, Fla., to spend a 
night and part of a day with Carl Rose and his 
Maryland manager, Elmer Heubeck, who came 
down to Florida in October. Carl, an indefatig- 
able person if ever there was one, has added an- 
other 720-acre farm to his original Rosemere 
tract of about the same size since we last spent 
some time with him in 1943. He has built a good 
half-mile training track on the new _ property 
and has sown a good deal of the farm in Bahia 
grass and Alice clover. 

Rose and Heubeck have two stallions to show 
visitors, the first one being Suffern, a bay son of 
Sweepster, bearing the unmistakable Ben Brush 
stamp and a horse whose get also show the family 
appearance. This is particularly true of the colts 
out of Rosemere Jac and Pekaki. The other stal- 
lion on the place is Ariel Game, by Ariel out of 
Play Dis, by Display, a real quarter-horse type, 
and sent to the farm for the use of the many 
fanciers of this type of horse in the Ocala area. 
Already 15 mares have been booked to him. 

There are some twenty-five horses on the Rose 
farms, all of them being in fine bloom, with coats 
that look like Belmont Park in the summer. There 
is a lot of limestone on the property and the 
horses raised there have as good bone and sub- 
stance as one would wish to see anywhere. Ex- 
cept for the mares which are close to foaling, 
almost all the stock runs out night and day the 
year round. 


High Prices and High Jinx 


RRIVED in Miami we set in for a busy week 

of showing sale horses, visiting around’ the 
stables in the morning, and going racing in the 
afternoon, until Friday, when we had the sale of 
the R. Sterling Clark horses and some score of 
others for various owners. The fact that buyers 
had come from Canada, California, Cuba, and 
New York, to name but a few spots, was sure in- 
dication that the vendue was to be a success, but 
no one was anywhere close to realizing what a fan- 
tastic affair it was to be. As was expected, Bell- 
the-Cat, by Jamestown, topped the lot, going. to 
Emil Schwarzhaupt at $20,000. Art Goldblatt 
paid $18,000 for Smolensko. The first foal from 
Nasca, Kilgobbin, a son of Head Play, went to 
Leo Gerngross for $8,500, while the 3-year-old 
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Whiffletree, announced as having been blistered 
for a sprained ankle, brought $12,000 for the ac- 
count of J. U. Gratton, of Miami. 

The crowd at the sale was tremendous, bidding 
was keen, and it seemed that the more that was 
said about the horses that might have been termed 
derogatory, the more they brought. It was Mr. 
Clark’s wish that all horses be “vetted” and a 
complete report given with each horse. This was 
done, with no punches pulled. 

The other horses sold included Galla Colors, a 
slashing fine filly by *Sir Gallahad III out of 
Rouge et Noir, by *St. Germans, the next dam 
the excellent producer Baton Rogue, by Man 0’ 
War. For this filly there was keen competition 
between Hirsch Jacobs and Douglas M. Davis, 
the former finally taking her at $10,000. Galla 
Colors has been shipped to Kentucky and will be 
bred to Bless Me. Galla Colors and Blen Pal, 
a 4-year-old *Blenheim II colt, were consigned 
by the Circle M Ranch. With Henry Hecht paying 
$8,000 for the latter, Edward S. Moore received 
an average of $9,000 for his consignment, which 
is not bad for a paddock sale. 

Every horse catalogued was sold, with the ex- 
ception of one filly that was hurt when cast in 
her stall overnight. The sale was the first held 
in Florida by the Fasig-Tipton Company. The 
Hialeah Sales Company, which usually holds a 
sale at that track, this year co-operated with the 
New York outfit in permitting them to sell the 
Clark lot there as well as the consignment group. 
George Swinebroad wielded the gavel, with 
Humphrey S. Finney handling the announcing de- 
tail. 

Another good sale was that of the Clark stable 
equipment, which was held the next day. Here 
the selling was handled by the veteran Charlie 
Feltner, of Berryville, Va., who was a good coun- 
try auctioneer before taking up the training pro- 
fession. Feltner disposed of the 175 lots in an 
hour and a half, the sale totaling $1,500 plus, 
with used exercising saddles bringing $75 dollars 
apiece and thereabouts. 

We have never seen such a madhouse as Miami 
is. Inflation rules everywhere. The scene is 
reminiscent of the high-rolling days of the sum- 
mer of 1929. Driving north along the ocean front, 
from Miami Beach to Palm Beach one sees the 
licenses of every state of the Union and every 
Dominion province. The housing situation is in- 
credible, but the food we found generally good. 
Gambling seems to flourish everywhere except in 
the City of Miami. 


Polo Looking Up 


E stopped at the Gulf Stream Polo Club at 

Delray Beach en route north, finding there 
some 140 polo ponies from many strings repre- 
senting owners from East and West as well as the 
Mid-west. The old barns that housed the Mount- 
ed Beach Patrol of the 7th Naval District are full 
of smartly turned out polo mounts today. The 


McLellan saddle and the Preston brand are not in 
evidence as they were when, on our last visit to 
the place in the spring of 1944, we sold 240 of 
the mounts in a short day’s selling.

Golden Souvenir 
And Others 


A Severe Test 


ELLINGTON, N. Z.—Even though it does 

not carry the richest prize of the racing cal- 
endar, the New Zealand Cup, two miles, which is 
staged by the Canterbury Jockey Club, has a fas- 
cination all its own. The Riccarton course, which 
is in the region of a mile and a half in circumfer- 
ence, offers a severe testing ground, the long run- 
in of two and a half furlongs repeatedly proving a 
severe physical strain on other than the true stay- 
er. Many horses have proved stars on the Auck- 
land (Ellerslie) or Wellington (Trentham) 
courses only to fail at Riccarton, and only one 
horse has proved capable of carrying off all three 
races. That was Rapier in 1927, although he did 
not accomplish the feat in the same season, his 
Wellington Cup success coming in the previous 
term. 

When Rapier won the Wellington Cup he had 
the luxurious poundage of 106, and he had only an 
additional four pounds in the New Zealand Cup, 
which was run ten months later, but he was lifted 
to 122 for the Auckland Cup at Christmas time. 

This year’s winner of the New Zealand Cup, 
Golden Souvenir, won with 114, and he will have 
122 in the Auckland Cup. Thus, should he score 
at Ellerslie, he will have a welterweight to carry 
in the Wellington Cup. As a 3-year-old last sea- 
son Golden Souvenir was a trifle unlucky not to 
win the New Zealand Derby at Riccarton, his ef- 
fort that day clearly indicating that he was a 
stayer in the making. 

Golden Souvenir is a half-brother to Kindergar- 
ten, which won the Auckland Cup in 1942 under 
the steadier of 142 pounds in the race-record time 
of 3:22, and both were bred by E. N. Fitzgerald, 
of Gisborne. Kindergarten, who was by the Gay 
Crusader horse Kincardine, the grandsire having 
been a winner of the Two Thousand Guineas, New 
Derby, September St. Leger, Newmarket Gold 
Cup, ete., in England, was a worthy son of his 
sire, which was also a good performer before 
being imported to this country from England. 
Although he did not place a New Zealand Cup to 
his credit, Kindergarten built up a truly wonder- 
ful record for himself; indeed, he ranks as one of 
our best for all time. When he became too diffi- 
cult to train—although it is not impossible that he 
will yet stage a comeback—his owner-breeder was 
indeed fortunate to secure a younger half-brother 
to win further fame. 

Golden Souvenir, a 4-year-old and four years 
younger than Kindergarten, was got by the 
French-bred sire Lang Bian (by Massine, winner 
of the Ascot Gold Cup in England and of 11 races 
in France). Unhappily he is a heavy-topped 
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HALTAL

Haltal started only five times prior to his 4- 
year-old season in which he won six races and 
$52,515, including the McLennan Memorial, Clark, 
Dixie, Saratoga Handicaps, and was beaten by 
inches in the Pimlico Special, under 126 pounds, 
by Market Wise. He beat such horses as Mioland, 
Dit, Corydon, Gallahadion, Big Pebble, Fenelon, 
Shot Put, and others. Haltal also was third in 
the Widener, Riggs, Washington Park, and Nar- 
ragansett Governor's Handicaps. He is by a 
leading sire and his female family is that of 
Whiskery, Victorian, Halcyon, and other crack 
horses. Haltal’s first foals are 2-year-olds of 
1946.

Cup by taking the Churchill Gold Cup, a weight- 
for-age event run over a mile and a quarter, and 
was second in the Canterbury Cup, run under the 
same conditions and also over 1% miles, he was a 
great winner at the recent C. J. C. Carnival. He 
was viewed as a “certainty” for the Canterbury 
Cup and it came as a shock when, after appearing 
to have the race within his grasp, he was beaten 
half a head by Miss Medley, a Salmagundi filly 
which seemingly reserves her best efforts for im- 
portant occasions, her three successes to date hav- 
ing come in the New Zealand Derby Stakes at 
Riccarton, the Great Northern St. Leger at Eller- 
slie, and now the Canterbury Cup at Riccarton. 

For many years past members of the Ellis fam- 
ily have been ornaments of the Turf in New Zea- 
land as trainers and riders. Golden Souvenir is 
trained by L. J. Ellis, who some years back won 
the jockeys’ championship on several occasions. 
An elder brother, A. E. Ellis, was also at the top 
of the tree until a race accident brought his activi- 
ties to an abrupt close. For a time L. J. Ellis’ 
riding career was threatened by eye trouble, but 
he made a good recovery and is riding with much 
of his former skill and vigor. He rode his first 
winner of the New Zealand Cup no less than 17 
years ago, and as he himself rode Golden Souvenir 
he brought his tally up to four in that particular 
race. Incidentally, his brother claims two suc- 
cesses.

Four Freedom's Family 


OME 65 years ago a mare named Miss Kate, 

by Adventurer from Sporting Life, was im- 
ported from England, and she founded a family 
that has become famous on this side of the globe. 
Between 1881 and 1895 she produced 15 foals, 
eight being colts and seven of them females. One 
of the daughters, Antelope, came to the North 
Island, and it is from this branch that Valadore, 
the dam of Kindergarten and Golden Souvenir, 
came. Incidentally, she also produced Blue Jacket, 
which twice won the Auckland Cup. But, fame 
came to another of Miss Kate’s daughters, Cath- 
erine Wheel, for she produced Treadmill, the first 
of the sire line that brought the Stonyhurst Stud 
so much into prominence. 

Further, Entreaty, the dam of the mighty 

“Phar Lap [and of *Nea Lap, dam of the high- 
class American winner Four Freedoms], was a 
granddaughter of Catherine Wheel. It was also 
something of a coincidence that Al-Sirat, which 
w.n the Derby the same afternoon as Golden 
Souvenir scored, also comes from the same line. 
Kindergarten and Golden Souvenir come from 
Valadore, by Valkyrian from Adornment, by The 
Nut—Elegance, by Seaton Delaval—Antelope. 
Al-Sirat is from Ann Acre, by Acre from Lady 
Lois, by Lucullus—Persis, by Marble Arch—La- 
tona, by Phoebus Appollo—Antelope. 

A remarkable feature of this year’s New Zea- 
land Cup was that the first three places were 
filled by sons of Lang Bian. The sire’s untimely 
death before he had really proved himself was a 
loss that is only now being realized.
